Howev er, you do know the cir­ 
cum stances under which I was 
brought home, wounded in Korea, 
frostbite on both feet, and the 
period of w aiting for recov ery 
in a hospital in Japan.

to inform me that I was needed 
at home at once. 
Mrs. H art, from 
th* day you sent that wire until 
I arriv ed at the house where my 
wife was sta y ing was just SEVEN 
days. 
In that tim e I had flown 
ii urn Japan to Shrev eport, Ixniis- 
iana. 
Since that tune I hav e been 
abit* to be w ith my family when 
my son was born and ev en now 
I am w riting this from the hospi­ 
tal w here my wife is recov ering 
11urn pneumonia along with my 
youngest girl, 
To be able to be 
with them at this time, I can truly 
ray, was due only to the untiring 
el torts of the Red Gross and its 
si aff of workers. 
W ords either 
w ritten or spiken cannot tell of 
the giatitude which is mine. 
I 
know that to the Red Gross, I was 
one of m any; Hut to my family, 
I am, of course, the only one. 
During the last w ar as a com­ 
pany com m ander in the Pacific I 
had nutn roue dealings w ith the 
lied Gross; these contacts were 
from telling some lonely GI that 
he wax a lather, to the sending of 
a boy' home 
Im cause of death in

Cross did not help to the fullest

on the first av ailable plane for 
the S tab s. 
By the w*ay, the boy 
wax able to attend his mot bet 
funeral four days later in Calif-■ 
ot nia. 


When we were surrounded and 
bad to fight our way out of th* 
trap, we were taken into the aid 
station. 
We had lost all our per­ 
sonal belongings. 
From the aid ; 
station we were taken to an ev ar ‘ 
nation station and there flown to 
a field hospital, Ascon City, Th* I 
first person that I saw in the field j 
hospital was a Red Gross w orker I 
Sh*- w ent among us on the litters 
and gav e us cigaret tcs, candy, and 
toilet articles, soap and towels. 
but ev en more Im portant she talk ­ 
ed to us in a hundred w ays; she 
ai rang* d our bandages, fixed our 
blanket# * ami made us foal like 
people again. 


L ater, when we w ere Bown to 
Japan the first thing we saw’ when 
we arriv ed at tho air base was a 
mobil** unit of the Red (’loss 
I 
don’t know how many cups of eof- 
fee I drank or how m any sand­ 
wiches and donuts I put away but 
it was a lot. 
Gigai<-ttes and can 
dy wa re there also. 
At the hospi­ 
tal in Japan the Red Gross again 
was the first thing I saw, 
Again 
we w ere treated as though we 
w ert kings. 
I realize now that 
it w asn’t so much w hat we receiv ­ 
ed as the way in which it was 
giv en. 
Ev ery day we had a v isit 
from a Red Cross w orker in the 
hospital; abe furnished us ev ery­ 
thing 11 oui m agazines to writing 
k ite rs home for those who could 
n't write. 
I am id go on for pages, 
but it still wouldn't do those peo­ 
ple justice. 
They w ere always so 
cheerful and seemed to want to 
go out of their way to help you. 
W hen I returned to the Unit» *d 
State* it was the Red Gross who
